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Autumn Cints. 


My paragraph on “Preserved Roses ” has 


prompted a correspondent to send me a 
note as to how beech leaves may be treated 
so that they will last for many months to 
come. It seems a long time to look for- 
ward to, but sprays of these placed in a 
grate make a very attractive alternative 
to a fire-screen when, next year, we once 
more dispense with fires. 


Sprays should be chosen the leaves of 


which do .not show too much autumn tint- 
ing, as this colouring will develop during 
the. preserving process. Fill a jar with 
equal parts of glycerine and water, and, 
after bruising the stems, place the sprays 
in the jar in a cool, dark room. They 
should be left here for two or three weeks. 
If a glossy effect is desired, the leaves 
should be ironed after the preserving 
treatment has been carried out, but many 
people consider the matt surface more 
attractive. 


Ghe Loch Ness Leviathan. 


The Professor of Zoology in London 
University has been expressing sceptgcal 


views concerning the ‘‘monster’’ of 
Loch Ness, which was mentioned in 
the “ Diary ” recently. From the ac- 


counts. of eye-witnesses, the animal is 
said to resetable a greyish-black plesio- 
saurus, about thirty feet long, with a 
rough skin. The Professor asserts that 
the last plesiosaurus iived in the Chalk 
Age, millions of years ago, and that no 
marine animal has a rovgh skin. He 
thinks that the ‘‘ monster’’ may, pos- 
siblvy, be a large lump of peat, which 
floats at times, and‘is occasionally water- 
logged, according as it is affected by tem- 
perature and atmospheric conditions. It 
as probable that the Professor's theory 
will cause a good deal of indignation 
among the witnesses, who say they have 
seen the animal prancing about on dry 
land, end these who blame it for having 
taken their cattle’ Certainly, if the 
thmg that is alleged to have been seen 
running across fields and entering Loch 
Ness is really a lump of peat, then there 
are some individuals in Scotland who 
have witnessed the greatest natural 
phenomenon since Birnam Wood marched 
on Dunsinane. 


Sand Barriers. 


it has always been rather a difficult 
problem to prevent the destruction of 
arable land along certain portions of the 
Irish by sand blown inland from 
sandhills. Perhaps, the most conspicuous 
example occurs at Horn Head, in County 
Donegal, where the prevailing west wind 
has distributed the sand over pasture

lands and converted them into barren 
wastes. Here also the sea, following the 


sand, is gradually changing the appear- 
ance of the ,andscape. In this connection 
a correspondent sends me an account of a 


device which has been adopted on the 
coast of France to mitigate a similar 
danger. The idea is to constrict an 


artificial sand dune .bv fixing a wooden 
palisade abont six feet in height along the 
affected area. The palisade is sunk two 
feet in the sand, leaving aboul four feet 
exposed, and is constructed so as to leave 
certain apertures through which some of 
the sand is -Llown and evenly deposited 
on the inland side. In due course the 
sand piles up to the height of the palisade 
on the seaward side and almost to the 
sime extent on the other. The palisade 
is then raised another four feet, the sand 
is allowed to pile to the height of the 
timber again, and so the process goes on 
until the sand ceases to blow through the 
interstices. When this happens the pali- 
removed and the artificial dune 
may be considered a permanent structure 
This simple and ingenious method has 
been found most effective in dealing with 
wind-blown sand, and has prevented the 
destruction of much valuable property.

Kew Bird in the ACuseum. 


The dainty little sub-Alpine warbler that 
was lately killed at the Hook Tower Light- 
house—and recorded in this paper by Mr. 
G. R. Humphreys as a bird perfectly new 
to the Irish list—is now to be seen in the 


National Museum, and should be an object 
of great interest, both for its rarity 
and for the curious circumstance of 


its having come to Ireland as an 
autumnal visitor, although even its summer 
range in Europe is chiefly into quite 
southerly countries like Italy and Savoy. 
The small size of the bird and its pro- 
portionately ‘short wings will also add to 
thé interest that attaches to its migration. 
Small as it is, it has been so admirably 
set up by Mr. Williams as to bring out 
with great clearness the marks in its 
plumage—and especially the so-called 
‘‘ mustachial ” stripe under the eye—that 
are relied on as characteristic of the 
species. Rather curiously, the bird on the 
British list to which it is most nearly 
related—the Dartford warbler—has also 
made itself remarkable by visiting Ireland 
once—and a Wexford lighthouse, too—and 
never again.

Service men, while others wilfully misrepre- 
sented them. He was glad to be able to say 
for the first time this year that the Executive 
Council of the Government of this country 
had completely understood. their viewpoint, 
and that the ceremony would be held this 
year as usual. The Fxecutive Council agreed 
that there was nothing -aggressive, nothing 
against what they might describe as national 
sentiment, and nothing in their considered view- 
point that could possibly be taken exception to. 
But, he added, they were concerned with an 
aspect of the day which incidentally~ ex- 
Service men were concerned with, and that 
was that Remembrance Day in Dublin did 
give rise to disorder. Last Remembrance Day 
was particularly one of disorder, and the very 
last people who desired that the day should 
be one of disorder were ex-Service men. They 
would much prefer to have no marching at 


rise to disorder. 
It is, he added, the duty of the Government 
to ensure that perfectly law-abiding citizens, 
with a perfectly law-abiding purpose, should 
be permitted to assemble otay “a and in a 
dignified man'wr, and that those who disagrée 
with them should be kept in check. We, on 
our side, should ensure that nothing is done 
that could he construed as provocative. We. 
have agreed this afternoon that the carrying 
of any particular emblems or flags, or any 
thing whatever that would offend, we are 
willing to forgo, so as not to offend any 
section of our countrymen. ° 
They were, he continued, very glad to do 
this, because their one desire was to have a 
very solemn, restrained and dignified cere- 
mony. 

They might pay a tribute to and gladly 
acklowledge the attitude of the. Government 
of the day in facilitating them. We, he said, 
recognise their difficulties. and the last thing 
we want to do is to increase them. 
Continuing, he said that they wanted it to 
be made known that the Legion: was an 
organisation on which any Government might: 
rely. He wanted ‘to appeal to all ex-Service 
men to ensure that nothing on their side 
would add to the difficulties, from the point 
of view of the police, who were perturbed 
about it. He could assure them that, police 
headquarters were very anxious to help and 
very sympathetic. Ex-Service men were very 
glad to co-operate, as their sole desire was 
to act consistently with due reverence to the 
memory of their fallen comrades. It should 
never. be said that members of the British 
Legion were anything but good citizens. Con-

Mr. Anthony Eden, in an earnest speech, 
stated Great Britain’s attitude.

The Commission later accepted the recom- 
mendations put forward by Mr. Henderson 
on behalf of the Bureau. Thus work on a 
draft convention will proceed dur.ng the in- 
terval until. December 4th. 


“MUST GO ON.” 


Mr. Henderson had said:—‘‘In accordance 
with our decision on October 16th, the 


Bureau met yesterday to consider the best’ 


course to follow m existing circumstances for 
the continviation of our work. First and 
foremost. the Bureau was unanimously of 
the opinion that we must proceed with the 
work of the Conference in order to produce @ 
disarmament convention based on the United 
Kingdom draft. ' 

“Tt is our duty to those who sent us 
here to bring the Conference to a successful 
conclusion, This is esvecia!ly applicable to 
those Governments which have undertaken 
to co-operate in seeking ‘without delay to 
make out a convention which shall effect a 
substantial reduction and limitation of arma- 
ments, with provisions for future revision 
with a view to further reduction.

AJOR J. H. McCORMICK, D.S.O., 
Member of Parliament for St. 
Anne’s Division of Belfast in the Northern 
Parliament, was shot at and wounded in 
the arm to-night while walking im 
Barnett’s road. . 
The road is dark, and two motor cars 
were standing in it. From these some 
‘men alighted and followed Major McCor- 
mick for about four hundred yeards. 
When he had arrived at a particularly 
dark part of the road he was fired at with 
a revolver. A bullet grazed his chest and 
entered the arm. 


ASSAILANTS ESCAPE. 


When an attempt was made to fire other 
shots the revolver jammed, and his 
assailants returned to the standing motor 
cars and made off. | T 

The firing drew a number oí people to 
the scene, and Major McCormick, who was 
bleeding profusely, was conveyed to the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, where an opera- 
tion was performed. Fortunately his 
wound is not serious, but apparently he 
had a: very narrow escape. 


POLICE ON THE SCENE. 


Police were at once poured into the 
district, and motorists and pedestrians 
were interrogated in large numbers, but 
up to the present no arrests have been 
made. 

It was learned that Major McCormick 
was proceeding to his home when he was 
stopped by two men. He was ordered to 
put his hands up, but instead of com- 
plying he drew out his walking stick and 
struck one of the men on the top of the 
head.

The second man engaged in a struggle 
with Major McCormick and three shots 
were fired, one entering Major McCor- 
mick’s arm. 


MAJOR MCCORMICK’S 
STATEMENT. 


RAINED BLOWS ON 
ASSAILANTS. 


Major McCormick, when seen late to- 
night in the hospital, where he is pro 
gressing favourably, stated that he re- 
ceived an intimation some days ago that 
an attack would be made upon hys life, 
and he was consequently going very warily 
at all times when alone or in any position 
which might offer an opportunity for 
attack. ' 

To-night two men assailed him. He 
rained blows upon them with his walking- 
stick, but one of them knocked him over e 
heap of stones, and while he was lying 
on the ground two shots were fired at him. 
The first entered his arm, the second went 
wide, and at a third attempt to fire at 
him the revolver jammed, 

He was quickly taken into a house, and 
subsequently to the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. 7 

The police are of opinion that the object 
of the attack was robbery or bag-snatch- 
ing, as the calibre of the bullet suggests 
a ‘* boudoir”’ pistol.

The question of Mr. Lester’s appoint- 
ment gave rise to a whole comedy of 
contretemps at the special meeting of the 
League Council held yesterday, says 
Reuter’s Correspondent. |

strongly to having any representative of a 
great Power, or even of any of the British 
Dominions. 

Sir John Simon my “tag the repre- 
sentative of the Irish Free State—a man, 
he said, who has been in an English jail, 
has been a Sinn Feiner, and who since his 
association with the League has shown 
remarkable courage, independence, and 
tact in handling practically all the refugee

M. Paul Boncour (France) intervened, 
and secured a withdrawal of the Polish 
objections, but Mr. Lester withdrew his 
candidature because he felt that he did not 
wish to have an appointment in such 
circumstances. However, his objections 
were finally overcome, and the Council 
appointed him to the position. 


£5,000 PER ANNUM. 
The post of the High Commissioner of 


Danzig was established under Article 105 
of the Treaty of Versailles (under which 
the Allied and Associated Powers under- 
took its establishment and subsequent 
treaties concluded between Poland and 
Danzig. The nomination, emoluments and 
period of office of the High Commissioner 
are determined by the Council of. the 
League. The emoluments and expenses 
are borne in equal parts by Poland and 


Mr. Lester’s predecessor, Mr, Helmer 
Rosting (Chief of the Administrative 
Bureau of the Secretariat of the League). 
received a salary of approximately £5,000 
per annum. The term of office of the High 
Commissionership is normally three years, 
during which period Mr. Lester will be 
seconded for the Free State Department 
of External Affairs, it is stated officially. 

The Danzig High Commissioner’s duties 
are as follow:—- 

(1) He arbitrates on all matters in dis- 
pute between Poland and the Free City of 
Danzig. When a decision has been taken 


Danzig have the right to appeal against 
this decision to the Council of the League, 
whose decision is final. 

(2) He supervises the manufacture, stor- 
ing and transport of war material in 
Danzig. 

(3) He approves the external loans of 
Danzig. 

(4) He exercises the right of veto on in- 
ternational treaties applying to Danzig. 
(5) He sends to the Council reports on 
all questions which fall under his jurisdic- 
tion, and follows the instructions of the 
“‘ouxucil in these matters. 

Mr. Lester takes up his new duties on 
January 1st, 1934. 


FORMER JOURNALISTS 


He was engaged in journalism from an 
early age, and worked for some time on a 
local newspaper circulating in County 
Down, where one of his colleagues was Mr. 
Ernest Blythe, ex-Vice-President of the 
Free State Executive Council and Minister 
for Finance under Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment. 

He took a prominent part in Irish 
nationalist affairs and was a close asso- 
ciate of Professor John McNeill, a former 
Minister for Education. 

In Publin Mr. Lester worked on the 
Evening Mail and subsequent'y on the 
Freeman’s Journal, which he left in 1923 
to take up a position in the publicity 
department of Mr. Cosgrave’s Admuinistra- 
tion. later he was transferred to the 
Department of External Affairs and sub- 
sequently went to Geneva as permanent 
Free State delegate to the League 
of Nations in April, 1929, as successor to 
Mr. Michael MacWhite, who is at present 
Free State Minister in Washington. ; 
During his stay in Geneva Mr. Lester 
has definitely made his mark on affairs, 
und is recognised as having very sound 
views. Ile was popular with the perma- 
nent representatives of other countries at 
the League, and recently completed a term 
of office as President of the League 
Council. 

_ Mr. Lester married a daughter of the 
late Alderman ‘l'yrrell, who was at one 
time a prominent figure in the municipal 
affairs of Belfast, and has a family of 
three daughters. 


POTENTIAL DISCORD. 


Danzig, at the moment, is one of the 
most interesting cities in Europe. It has 
an overwhelming majority of German 
citizens, who are intensely patriotic and 
make no secret of their desire to return as 
soon as possible to the German Reich. 
Before the War it was the most important 
port on the Baltic and carried on a big 
entrepot trade with Poland and the Baltic 
States. 

Since the establishment of the Polish 
corridor, however, the Polish have built a 
rival ‘port a few miles from Danzig at 
Gydnia, and have been developing it re- 
vardless of expense in an attempt to secure 
Danzig’s trade. 

There is little doubt that the future of 
Danzig is likely to become a big question. 
in Earopean politics in the next few years, 
if not, indeed, within the next few 
months. Herr Hitler has declared re- 
peatedly that it is his intention to secure 
the abolition of the whole Polish corridor 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Mr. Lester, therefore, is likely to have an 
anxious time during his tenure of the High 
Commissionershiv. It will call for the 
exercise of all his tact, because there is 
no city in Europe in which a more delicate 
situation has been created. 

Under the Danzig-Polish Treaty, Danzig 
is at the present time under Polish 
Customs administration. ‘he Free City 
has an area of about 754 square miles, 
and in 1929 the population was 407,517. 
Danzig is also une of the most beautiful 
cities on the Continent, and has a long 
history dating back to the early middle 
ages. Its architecture provides some of , 
the finest examples of Hanseatic art.

Judge Moonan, giving judgment at 
Letterkenny yesterday on an appeal from 
the rejection of a claim by a native of 
Derry to the franchise in Donegal, said 
that on December 6th, 1922, the Six 
Counties, including Derry, were within 
the area of jurisdiction of the Irish Free 
State, although the powers of the Parlia- 
ment were not exercisable over it foma 
period of one month. 
The phraseology of Article 11 of the 
Constitution Act conveyed to his mind 
that all Ireland was regarded as within 
the area of jurisdiction, although the 
jurisdiction was, in fact, provisionally 
suspended in the.excluded portion. 
He held that al) persons domiciled in 
Ireland: on December 6th, 1922, who 
possessed the other necessary qualifications 
were citizens of the Saorstat, with the 
power of election not to accept the citizen 
ship given hy Article 3 of the Constitution 
Act. He felt that in coming to this de- 
cision he was interpreting truly the inten- 
tions of the framers of the Constitution. 
The effect of the decision was to allow 
an appeal from the decision of the Regis- 
tration Officer of the Registration Area of 
County Donegal disallowing the claim to 
be entered on the register for the Regis- 
tration Unit of Buncrana Urban of John 
Logue. The claimant had since 1928 been 
resident at The Crescent, Buncrana, and 
it was in respect of his occupation of the 
premises there that his claim was made. 
He was born in 1898 in Derry of Irish 
parents, and down to the date mentioned 
he lived in that city. Accordingly he was 
domiciled,in Northern Ireland at the time 
the Constitution of the Free State came 
into operation.

In a leading article on the victory of 
Mr. Wilmot, the Labour candidate in the 
East Fulham by-election, The Times 
observes to-day:—No one can: have ex- 
pected the maintenance of the enormous 
majorities secured by Government candi- 
dates at the last general election.

(2) That the amount of Free State 
nationals’ capital to be required to qualify 
for a licence should be considerably 
greater than at present, and that in 
determining the amount all forms of 
financing should be taken into considera- 
tion. 

(3) That the new Control of Manufac- 
tures Act should be retrospective in the 
case of manufacturers who have morally 
evaded the terms of the Statute in force 
at the present time. 


A LICENSING SCHEME. 

It is the aim of the Federation to secure 
a licensing scheme for the Free State 
which would provide fot a reasonable 
working profit for manufacturers, together 
with fair wages for the workers. The 
establishment of a labour ‘ code ” which 
would secure an obligatory rate of wages 
and schedule of hours in Irish industries, 
somewhat similar to that introduced in 
the United States, is one of the objects of 
the bill.

HOPE OF EARLY RETURN 
TO WORK.

Important developments in connection 
with the dispute at the Port of Dublin 
took place yesterday. As the result of 
an interview with Mr. Sean Lemass, the 
Irish Seamen and Port Workers’ Union 
have found a plan which may lead to a 
resumption of work at the port within 
the next few days. The details of this 
proposal have not been disclosed. 
Yesterday evening a deputation was re- 
ceived by the Minister for Industry at 
Government Buildings. An exchange of 
views on the present position took place, 
and the men before they came away un 
dertook to place a proposal which was 
made before the rank and file. 

It is understood that the Minister did 
not give any undertaking regarding a re- 
sumption of negotiations with the British 
and Irish Steam Packet Company under 
present circumstances. 

Earlier in the day a meeting of carters, 
checkers and dockers was held in the 
Oriel Hall. Dublin. The men reviewer 
the position. and decided not to take any 
action either to extend the area of the 
dispute or to seek a resumption of work 
pending the result of the seamen’s meet- 
ing with the Minister, and any negotia-, 
tions which might follow 
Interviewed yesterday, Mr. J. Ellis, of 
the Irish Seamen’s Union, said that he 
wanted the Press to take particular note 
of what he termed a veiled cffer trom the 
employers, which had been made through 
the National Union of Seamen. A state- 
ment from Mr. Bennett, secretary to that 
Union, had been published by a Dublin 
morning paper.

* 3 HE annual meeting of the Ferns Diocesan 
á Synod was held at Enniscorthy to-day, 
the Right Rev. Dr. Day, Bishop of 

Ossory, Ferns and Leighlin, presiding. There 
was a good attendance of clerical and lay 
synodsmen. i 
The Very Rev. Dean Renmson, Diocesan 
Secretary, was absent through indisposition, 
and the Ven. Archdeacon Gibson acted in 
his place. 
The report of the Diocesan Council ‘ex- 
pressed deep regret at the death of the Earl 
of Courtown, who had been a member of the 
Diocesan Synod and Council for many years, 
and took an active part in the work of the 
Church in the Diocese. Lord Courtown also 
was a member of the Diocesan Board of 
Education, a member of the Glebe’s Com- 
mittee, a member of the Committee of 
patronage, a member of the Diocesan Court, 
a member of the General Synod, and a 
member of the Representative Church Body. 
One of the Diocesan treasurers and one of 
the Diocesan trustees, Mr. R. Symes, took 
his place on the Diocesan Council from the 
su slasaontal list. 

he Council also expressed regret at the 
deaths of Mr. William Monk Gibbon, the 
Rev, F. B. Mollan, and Mr. E. C. Blacker. 
A letter was read from the Primate 
acknowledging the vote of sympathy which 
the Synod had passed with him on the death 
of Mrs. D’Arcy.

MISSIONARY WORK. 


As regards missionary work, while some 
parishes had contributed splendidly many other 
prone had done very little.

It was the outcome of the 
commemoration of St. Patrick last year, with 
special Services and conference. The pro- 
moters of this fund felt that, while many mem- 


very best and giving generously to missionary 
work, there were a great many who were 
doing little or nothing. He appealed to them 
to be more true to the. teachings of their 
Church, and to show gratitude for the work of 
their patron saint, and for the blessings 
which he brought to Ireland. He already 
had given permission for laymen to speak 
from the pulpits of their churches in com- 
mending this appeal, and he trusted that it 
would meet with a generous response. 

The call which came on all sides in these 
anxious days was difficult. There were at 
the present time in every country in the 
world forces of worldliness and secularism 
which derided Christianity, and which were 
striving to undermine Christian morality. 
This modern paganism was vocal in maga- 
zines, novels and literature of every kind. 
Its influence was not felt so much, perhaps, 
in Ireland as in other countries, but even 
in Ireland the pernicious leaven was spread- 
ing in many directions. There was only one 
thing which could counteract and overcome 
this evil, and that was a Christianity which 


true. The earnest secularist (and he often 
was very earnest) sneered at a Christianity 
which was merely formal, and which bore 
no fruit in everyday life. He asked what 
was the value of sucly religion? But a 
religion which was sincere and self-denying 
needed no apology. It was its own witness. 
If the members of the Church of Ireland were 
true to their Divine Master, striving humbly 
to follow His steps, making His teaching the 
rule of their lives, seeking His grace and 
strength “by public and private nag and 
in the Sacraments; witnessing to Him before 


men ; fighting under His banner against sin, the 
world and the devil, then they need fear no 
foe; for He that was with them was greater 
than those who were against them. In His 
strength they would surely conquer. 

On the motion of the Archdeacon of Ferns, 
seconded by Colonel C. M. Gibbon, the 
Diocesan report was considered and approved.
